I have tried, in so far as my ability allowed, to 
fill the office creditably to all administrations 
which I have served. If, however, in filling this 
position under your administration it is necessary 
for me to surrender my independence of thought 
and action, and to consult you, as Mayor, as to 
what political meetings I may or may not attend, 
it is needless to say that my self-respect, my inde- 
pendence, and my duty as a citizen require that I 
sever my connection with your administration at

I cheerfully comply with the request made to me 
by your private secretary, at your instance, and 
hereby tender you my resignation as one of the 
inspectors of the House of Correction of the City of 
Chicago, to take effect at once.

FEAR ONE INSPECTION BUREAU. 


Aldermen See Danger In Central Depart- 
ment Idea of the Mayor, and 
Want Legal Advice, 


The danger of a central inspection depart- 
ment is a problem confronting the Finance 
committee of the City Council. Mayor Har- 
rison has recommended that all inspections 
be placed under one head, but the committee 
has declined to act until an opinion has been 
received from Corporation Counsel Walker 
advising the Aldermen how far they may go 
in combining the bureaus. 

The head of ‘a department of this kind 
will have a tremendous machine behind 
him,” said Alderman Ray mer. The inspec- 
tors of health, streets, material, oil, weights 
and measures, and boilers may be includ- 
ed. . The bulk of the money paid out by 
the city in salaries will pass through that de- 
partment.

AYOOB KHAN MAY BE FREE. 


Calcutta Markets Disturbed by Report 
That Son of Former Ameer of Af- 


ghanistan Has Escaped. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

CALCUTTA, Oct. 25.—The markets here 
are affected by a rumor that Ayoob Khan, 
a son of the former Ameer, Shere All, and 
a claimant to the Afghan throne, has es- 
caped from British surveillance. It is stated 
that the new Ameer, Habib Oullah, has re- 
fused British military aid, but has asked 


for 200 guns. 


Ayoob Khan, who is one of the younger 
sons of the former Ameer, Shere Ali, is the 
man who led some of the Afghan tribes to- 
ward Kandahar and compelled the British 
to march against him about twenty years 
ago. This was after his brother, Yakoob 
Khan, had been captured by the British 
and sent into captivity. The late Ameer, 
Abdur Rahman Khan, undertook to cope 
with Ayoob, and a decisive battle in Sep- 
tember, 1881, resulted in the complete rout 
of Ayoob’s men. Ayoob fled, but later on 
was captured, and has been kept in cap- 
tivity at Mussoorio, British India, ever since, 

On Oct. 18 the London Times printed a 
rumor from Simla that Ayoob had escaped 
from Mussoorio, but Uttle credence was 
placed in the story. It was said at the time 
that Ayoob Khan, now that he is old, has 
lost his prestige with the tribes, that the 
Shere Ali faction is extinct, and that he 
surely would be put to death if he entered 


Afghanistan.

Figures were adduced today at a meeting 
of the Interstate Commerce commission in 
the Federal Building 
New York Loses which show a large

were presented by J. 


C. Brown, statistician of the Produce Ex- 
change. The commission met for the. pur- 
pose of inyestigating rates on grain and 
grain produtts from the West. It has been 
charged repeatedly that New York is los- 


ing trade, owing to the cutting of railroad 


rates to other ports, notably Baltimore. 


Mr. Brown presented a statement of the 


receipts of flour, wheat, and corn at ‘the 
ports of New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Baltimore, Norfolk, and Newport News dur- 
ing June, July, August, and September of 
this year, the period covered by the inves- 
tigation. 

The receipts in June were 8,245,000 bushels, 
of which New York received 51.7 per cent 
and Baltimore 11.3 per cent. In July the 
receipts were 14,788,000 bushels, one and 
three-quarters times as large as in June, 
yet New York’s share dropped to 37.7 per 
cent, while Baltimore’s rose to 85 per cent. 
In other words, New York lost 14 per cent 
and Baltimore gained 24 per cent. In Au- 
gust, with @ movement practically as large 


as in July, 13,898,000 bushels, New York's | 


share dropped to 24.4 per cent, while Balti- 
more’s reached 36.1 per cent. In Septem- 
ber the receipts were 9,000,000 bushels, New 
York gaining slightly, receiving 32.3 per cent, 
while Baltimore dropped to. 20.4 per cent. 
Mr. Brown also gave figures showing that 
the receipts of wheat at Philadelphia, Bos- 


ton, and Baltimore increased from 7,381, 000 


bushels in the months of June, July, August, 
and September of 1900 to 25,570, % bushels 
in the same period of this year. . 

Nathan Guilford, traffic manager of the 
New York Central, was the next witness. 
Mr. Guilford testified that the rates on grain 
from June to September were less than the 


published rates. He did not know whether

Captain Carney of Truck Company No. 5 
was cut by falling glass while standing on a 
ladder directing his men. He was removed 
to the Emergency Hospital, where his wounds 
were dressed. 

While responding to the alarm the hose 
wagon of Engine Company No. 13 collided 
with a cab belonging to C. O'Hara, 2317 Wa- 
bash avenue. The collision occurred at Polk 
and State streets, where the cab was stand- 
ing at the curb. 

Night Watchman Johnson made the rounds 
of the building about 8:30 o’clock, shortly be- 
fore the fire was discovered. He says there 
was no trace of fire at that time, and he was 
not aware that the building was burn 
the arrival of the Fire department. 

The top floor, where the fire originated, 
held the consignment of autemobiles from 
Honolulu belonging to L. T. Grant. Accord- 
ing to L. J. O’Brien, the cashier for the firm, 
these machines were valued at $50,000 and 
were totally destroyed. 

The Woods Motor Vehicle company occu- 
pies the basement, first, and fifth floors, hav- 
ing sublet the third and fourth floors to the 
Mills Paper company a few days ago.

MUST UPLIFT FEEBLE MINDED. 


Chicago Humanitarians Denounce Pro- 
fessor H. H. Powers for Advocating 
Extermination of the Weak. 


Chicago humanitarians and sociologists are 
strong in their denunciation of the plan of 
Professor H. H. Powers, professor of soci- 
ology in Cornell University, to exterminate 

the weak minded for the benefit of the strong. 
His idea is nothing less than barbaric, they 
declare, and the plan surpasses in cruelty 
anything known even in the middle ages. 
Furthermore, it is declared that Professor 
Powers pitiably misrepresents the ideals and 
aims of the sociologist which fundamentally 
include the uplifting of the weak and the im- 
provement of their condition. 

Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus did not mince 
words in his denunciation of the Ithaca pro- 
fessor. 

J cannot believe that any man seriously 
advocates such a plan,“ he sald. The idea 
is monstrous. I don’t believe that he said it. 
If he did, his ideas have fallen below any- 
thing ever known in the history of nations. 
Who would legislate to determine the weak? 
It seems to me that the functions of govern- 
ment are nearly exhausted now. Sociology 


ought to aim to uplift the weak, rather than, 


to slay them.“ 

Miss Jane Addams, when asked to express 
on the policy of extermination, 
84 

“I think society ought to preserve the 
weak and make them strong. There is no 
moral justification for killing one with feeble 
mind, and at the same time there is none for 
leaving him alone. The work of uplifting 
the weak must be carried on tirelessly and 
with increased vigor if anything substantial 
is to be accomplished. The method suggest- 


ed by Professor Powers is entirely unjustifi- 


able. Humane instinct is so highly developed 
— it would be impossible to execute such 
a plan.’ 

Dr. H. W. Thomas said: 

The plan is so wholly antagonistic to 
the ideas of Christianity and humanity that 
it scarcely ought to be discussed. The aid 
extended to the weak is multiplied as civiliza- 
tion advances and we know better the duties 
man owes to man.“

Bishop Knut isan Gezelius von Scheele, 
commander of the Great Cross of the Royal 
Order ot the North Star, Bishop of the Dio- 
cese of Gotland, member of the Swedish Par- 
liament, and the representative of King 
Oscar of Sweden and Norway, arrived in Chi- 
cago yesterday afternoon at 5:30 o’clock. 

As the plenipotentiary of the Scandinavian 
monarch left the train in the Rock Island 
station he was met by a party of Swedish 
residents. A. R. Grosstephan, secretary of 


the Swedish and Norwegian vice consulate, |- 


welcomed the Bishop in the name of the 
cnosulate, and then the Bishop greeted the 
assembled party. 

The visiting prelate was driven to 2823 
Princeton avenue, the-residence of Dr. L. d. 
Abrahamson, pastor of the Salem Lutheran 
Church, where a reception was given, the 
assembled guests being the pastors of the 
Swedish Lutheran Churches in Chicago. 


Pleased by Hearty Welcome. 

Bishop von Scheele, who in facial appear- 
ance is not unlike James G. Blaine, towered a 
half fiead above the men who greeted him 
at the depot. He spoke of his mission to 
America as the representative of King Oscar 
as a gift of fortune. Friendships formed 
while in Chicago during World's Fair year 
were renewed, and the Bishop seemed pleased 
with the hearty welcome he was accorded. 

Bishop von Scheele was made an LL. D. 
at Yale during the recent bicentennial, where 
he represented King Oscar. He declares 
that the degree is one of his treasures, com- 
ing as it does from a great educational insti- 
tution in a great land. 

Bishop von Scheele is one of the twélve 
Bishops of the church of state of Sweden. 
His office makes him a member of Parliament 
and carries with it a number of titles. Many 
honors have been conferred on him on va- 
rious occasions when he has acted as a rep- 
resentative of the King. It was he who 
represented King Oscar when the Emperor 
of 2 vis the Holy Land several 
years ag 

In addition to his mission visiting the 
churches and the seats of learning among 
his people in this country, the Bishop comes 
as a messenger of the King to congratulate 
Theodore R t upon his succession to 
the Presidency. This high duty was dis- 
charged in Washington several days ago 
when he presented his letters to the Sec- 
retary of State and later was introduced by 
Minister Grip to the President.

Fulfilils Traditions of Navy. 

„I wish to add,” he continued, that I was 
much impressed on that day with the fact 
that the officers and the men who were en- 
gaged in that struggle fulfilled in the highest 
and in the noblest degree the traditions of 
the American navy.“ 


Contradicts Taylor’s Evidence. 
Rear Admiral Schley next referred to the 
testimony given before the court by Rear 
Admiral Taylor, who, during the Santiago 
campaign commanded the battleship Indi- 
ana. Admiral Taylor,“ he said, has testi- 


fied here that he saw the Brooklyn pass a 


mile and a half south of the line that day. 
Captain Taylor's position was distant from 
that of the Brooklyn possibly four miles. In 
the preparation of the Senate executive docu- 
ment, which is before the court, the state- 
ment is 
Brooklyn in making the loop separated it 800 
yards from the enemy. 

‘‘Captain Taylor was a member of the 
board which made that declaration. Hisevi- 
dence of 3,000 yards, as testified to here, does 
not agree with that fact.

do not think the Brooklyn passed even 
within its tactical diameter when it made the 
loop. When it made that turn I do not think, 
it separated itself beyond 600 yards. Because 
when it turned from the Viscaya its distance 
was a little less than 1,100yards. Af ter that 
range was given we had advanced a little, 
and when it turned around the leading ship 
of the Spanish fleet, at least the ship of that 
fleet west of us, was not over 800 yards away. 


That was my reason for that conclusion.“ 


McCalia’s Statement Disputed. 

The Rear Admiral said he was unable to 
recall a conversation with Captain McCalla 
on July 5, when the latter had said to Schley, 
according to McCalla’s statement on the wit- 
ness stand, that there was “ glory enough 
for all.” Schley said he had first seen this 
sentiment as formulated accredited to Sen- 
ator Hale. 
pressed my feeling at the time, and that 
feeling I still hold.“ 

Speaking further on this subject, Schley 
said: 

My report had been practically written. 
I do not think I added any material fact to 
it as I wrote it on the way down to Guan- 
tanamo. I cannot recollect Captain McCal- 
la’s observations at all. In fact, a contro- 


versy was not thought of at that time.“ 


Here Mr. Rayner reminded Schley that he 
had stated that at the beginning of the bat- 
tle the ships charged in according to the 
original plan. Now,’ he asked, with 
whom did that plan originate.“ | 

That was the general order of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief during the time of the block-

Mr. Rayner next asked his client concern- 
ing the reported colloquy between himself and 
Lieutenant Commander Hodgson, during the 
Brooklyn's turn on July 3.

Hodgson’s Memory at Fault. 
Responding, the Rear Admiral said: ‘ No, 


I have not the slightest remembrance or 


recollection of using any such words. I 
have so stated to Mr. Hodgson. I think it is 
a simple matter of recollection with him. 
Mr. Hodgson is an honorable 9fficer, and: I 
think the fault lies with his memory rather 
than otherwise.”’ 

In response to a request from Mr. Rayner 
Schley detailed the particulars of his corre- 
spondence with Lieutenant Commander 
Hodgson regarding the publication of this 
alleged colloquy, saying that because of the 
original publication he had thought proper 
to ask Mr. Hodgson for an explanation. Mr. 
Hodgson,“ he said, wrote me quite a long 
letter In relation to this matter couched in 
terms that appeared to meso intemperate, so 
denunciatory of this article that I felt it 
should not be published, as it would provoke 
upon him probably a severe and unnecessary 
assault. I wrote him then that this was a 
disquisition upon the subject of the proprie- 
ties or improprieties from his point of view. 
I also wrote him that this was a distinct 
colloquy, the tendency of which he, of course, 
understood and knew. So that I wanted him 
to say whether that was true or not, in his 
own interests as well as mine, and I sug- 
gested to him that this answer, whatever he 
might say, should be short, because at that 
time he was before a court of inquiry inrela- 
tion to the matter of the grounding of the 
Brooklyn and he was unusually anxious. 


Beginning of the Correspondence. 
That letter I published. It provoked, of 
course, a.reply that led to an investigation, 
in which Mr. Heilner involved himself, but I 
never Was anything about it.

Mr. Rayner here began a series of ques- 
tions to the witness intended to develop 
points of the controversy which he evidently 
felt the witness had not brought out suffi- 
ciently. He asked Schiey if he knew any- 
thing of an order which went to the men on 
the Brooklyn during the early part of the 
battle of July 3 to “stand by to ram,“ to 
which the Rear Admiral replied: ‘ Yes, I 
directed that order myself, because I called 
the attention of Captain Cook at the time 
we were standing in to the Spanish ships, and 
said: ‘Look out! They are going to ram 
you.’ There was a distinct attempt on the 
part of both the Teresa and the Vizcaya 
to ram. There is no doubt about it. They 
were coming directly at us, and I don’t think 
I mistook their intention at all. It was only 
after the Viscaya had changed its course that 
we made the loop, now so celebrated.“ 

Mr. Rayner--While talking about this loop, 
why didn’t the ship turn with helm hard 
a-starboard?.

8 and the dispatch I have given?’ 1 
No, nothing.“ 

Here Mr. Rayner reminded the witness that 
there had been more or less discussion of 
the passibility of the escape of the 8 
squadron through the blockading line at 
either Cienfuegos or Santiago without 
detected, and requested an expression on this 


subject. Responding, Schley said: 


I do not believe that that could have been 


possible, simply because the squadron, from 
the position which it occupied before these 
ports, always would have had that squadron, 
had it attempted to escape, under its gun 
fire. I had no trouble in seeing the beach 
90 per cent of the time, and I looked atit with 
great care.“ 

Wood Also Held in mor, 

Here Mr. Rayner asked a fumber of ques- 
tions concerning interviews with Captains 
Cotton and Wise and other officers, intended. 
to bring out information to make perfect 
the record. He also called attention to the 
testimony given by Lieutenant Wood, who 
had stated that Schley was extremely 
nervous when he delivered Sampson's dis- 
pateh instructing him to go to Gantiago. 
Mr. Rayner dwelt upon the words Lieutenant 
Wood had employed in describing Schley's 
nervousness. Lieutenant Wood had said the 
Admiral got up and sat down and occasion- 


Did you ever get up and sit down?’ 
asked Mr. Rayner, with mock seriousness. | 

It is rather a habit I have,“ replied 
Schley, amid general laughter, which the 
court did not rebuke. But I object to 
Lieutenant Wood's deductions,’ the Rear 
Admiral added. I only saw him for a few 
minutes. He was in such a condition that I 
relieved him and allowed him to rest and 
sleep on board the Brooklyn.“ 

Mr. Rayner also interrogated the witness 
concerning statements made before the court 
by Lieutenant Hood, who had said that on 
the occasion of his official visit on board 
the Brooklyn, when it lay off Cienfuegos, he 
had told Schley that Sampson considered his 
information of the presence of the Spanish 
fleet at Santiago as definite. The answer 
was: 

„No, nor do I understand how he could 
have communicated such information in 
view of the doubt which Captain Chadwick 
said existed in the Admirals mind after 
he had received the information from 
Lieutenant Staunton on the 20th that the Ad- 
miral felt sure that the fleet was there. As 
he was the bearer. of dispatches to me, I 
do not see why the Admiral could have ex- 
pressed to him one thing when Captain. 
Chadwick seems to have felt that the Ad- 
miral thought oppositely.“ 

Judge Advocate Protests. 

The tenor of this called forth an objection 
from Judge Advocate Lemly. “I don’t 
think,“ he said, the witness ought to an- 
swer with an argument. This point has 
been once ruled upon by the court. He 
should answer the question as to the facts.“ 

Mr. Rayner said: 1 think he has an- 
swered pretty well.“ ° 
Captain Lemly—The last answer is plain- 
ly an argument. 

Admiral Dewey—Scratch the answer out. 

Mr. Rayner—Yes, let it go out, It is so 
good I will use it in my own argument. 

Continuing his testimony, Schiey said: 

I must say I do not remember a conver- 
sation with Lieutenant Hood lasting over 
about two minutes. I never saw him again 
until I sent him back with dispatches. Ac- 
cording to his evidence, there is detailed 
here what might have occupied an hour, but 
I don’t think I saw him over three minutes.“ 


Cannot Recall Conversation. 
Schley also referred again, at the instance 
of Mr. Rayner, to the conversation with Cap- 
tain McCalla upon the latter's arrival off 
Cienfuegos as reported by the latter in his 
statement made before the court. In that 
statement Captain McCalla said he had in- 
formed Commodore Schley on that occasion 
that Cervera had been authoritatively re- 
ported as having entered Santiago on May 
19, and was believed to be still there when 
he (McCalla) had left Key West on the 21st. 
Responding to this question, Schley said: 
I have no recollection at all about that. 
I do not recall any conversation on that first 
occasion with Captain McCalla except in re- 
gard to the insurgents and the system of 
signals which he had arranged and the orders 
which were given to him to proceed west- 
ward. I do not recall any other.“ 5 
Mr. Rayner—Do you remember what too 
place at the time he says you said that the 
English had demonstrated that ships could 
not be coaled at sea, and also that if you re- 
turned to Key West you would be court- 
martialed? 
“That has escaped me. I do not have any 
recollection of it. I would be likely to re- 


member it if such @ conversation had been lle was made President of the club in view

Witness Hoarse at End of Day. 

With the above statement Rear Admiral 
Schley terminated his testimony’ for the day. 
It was now within twenty minutes of the 
usual adjournment time, and the Rear Ad- 
miral complained of an irritation in his 
throat, due to the prolonged use of his voice, 
and the court agreed to an adjournment for 
his relief. Indeed, Admiral Dewey had pre- 
viously noticed the condition of the witness 
and had indicated a willingness to excuse 
him for the day. 

Before the court could adjourn, however, 
Judge Advocate Lemly arose and revived the 
question of summoning Rear Admiral Samp- 
son as a witness in the case. This sugges- 
tion had been originally made several weeks

I have not received any 
notice, and I do not want to leave the record

Willing to Leave Sampson Out. 
Mr. Rayner replied: ‘‘ My wishes are that 
if you can summon him, summon him. A8 1 
understand it, Admiral Sampson is no in 4 
condition to be summoned. He is not well 
enough to come into court. I am perfectly 
willing to have him here, and I. of course, 
don’t retract for a moment anything I said 
at the time when the call was made. 
“The court will recollect the use of the 
words Cienfuegos and Santiago.“ The 
word used in that dispatch was Santiago." 
At the time Admiral Schley sent the dispatch 
into the Navy department there was in the 
paragraph ‘this evidently means Ctenfue- 
goes, W. 8. S.“ I took it for granted hat 
that, of course, would be admitted. There 
was only one person in the world who could 
explain that, and that was A imiral Samp- 
son. My learned brother declined to admit 
it. I do not think now the question is as 
serious as I did at that time. Now, you and 
I both know that Admiral Sampson is not in 
condition to be called into court. I do not 
want to be put in the position of abandoning

CRITICISM FORCES HIM TO RE- 
SIGN ITS PRESIDENCY. 


Admiral Retires from Office ia the Met- 
ropolitan Organisation Because 
Many Members Hold His Rulings in 
the Court of Inquiry Intended to Aid 

Sehley—Benham and Ramsay Also 
Vindication for All. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
Admiral George Dewey today fesigned the 
Presidency of the Metropolitan club, one of 
the most exclusive organizations in thie city. 
The cause for the act was the savage crit- 
icism made by members of the club of the 
rulings of the court of inquiry in the Schley 


case. 
The criticism ie not leveled at Admiral 
Dewey alone, but at Rear Admirals Benham 
and Ramsay as well. 7 

The members, or some of them, charged 
that the rulings of the court were too fa- 
vorable to Schley, and there was much bit- 


ter comment upon the alleged fact. There- 


upon Dewey, feeling that he should act, not 


| only on his own behalf but also on behalf 


of his distinguished colleagues, Benham and 
Ramsay, resigned. 


Retains Membership in Club. 


The first report that came was that Dewey | 
had resigned from the club. This was sub- 
sequently found to be erroneous. He felt 
that it would be sufficient to register hie 
displeasure and that of Benham and Ram- 
say by resigning the Presidency, and he 
has not left the club. Strenuous efforts are 
being made by the club members to get 
Dewey to reconsider his decision. 

The Metropolitan club is made up not only 
of army and navy officers, but of prominent 
officers of the government, among whom the 
sentiment against Schley is strong. The 
feeling against Dewey, Benham, and Ram- 
say has been growing in the club in view of 
the construction placed upon their attitude 
in making their rulings. 


Watchers Deny Partiality. 


It is the Judgment of those who have fol- 
lowed the case closely that their rulings have 
been as much against Schley as for him, or, 
in other words, have been absolutely, impar- 
tial, but the feeling in official and naval cir- 
cles is that the court should not have ruled 
as it did in many instances. 

Phe expression of sentiment on the part of 
the members of the club comes as a surprise 
to those who have been in daily attendance 
at the trial, who have unanimously praised 


Admiral Dewey and his two colleagues for 


the Impartiality and fairness of their rulings. 
They have seemed absolutely impartial. 
It is learned from persons who are said to

“ Whereas, Under the auspices of said Na- 
tional association’ there has been organised 
in the State of Illinois an auzillary body hav- 
ing charge of the contributions of thé people 
of this State: 

Now, therefore, I, Richard Yates, Gov- 
ernor of the State of Illinois, do hereby in- 
vite the attention of the people to this worthy 
and commendable work. Itis hoped that the 
response of the people will be liberal and that 
a memorial will be erected which will fitting- 
ly honor the mory of our late President, 
and testify to the loyalty of our people to our 
institutions and their abhorrence 1 
which inspired the ton 
Ute.“

NE might think that the letters of 
James Russell Lowell, edited by Pro- 
_fegsor Eliot Norton, had left little for 
_@ biographer of the poet to say. That 
this would be a hasty conclusion is 

proved by the two volumes which Mr. Horace 
G. Scudder has devoted to Lowell’s biogra- 

phy, to be published next week by Messrs. 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. In his short preface 
Mr. Scudder tells us frankly that had it not 
been for the already published letters ho 
would have made this a different book. As it 
is, however, he has had access to a great 
many letters not contained in Professor Nor- 
ton’s book. He has not thought it advisable 
to compile letters with letters, but rather to 
complement those volumes with a more for- 
mal biography, using such letters or portions 
of letters for illustration of his subject and 
not as the basis of the narrative. Professor 
Norton, as Lowell's literary executor, and 
others of his friends have laid all the material 
at their disposal in Mr. Scudder’s hands, and 
the resum is a biography that would more 
than satisfy the sensitive poet’s most exact- 

mands.

He had advantages of birth, to be 
sure, and one might say that he was born 
with a book in his mouth, though why to be 
born with anything in one’s mouth is a thing 
to be desired I can never understand. His

GOOD ENOUGH CURRENCY NOW. 
At the beginning of this month there 
were in circulation in the United States 
gold certificates to the amount of $277,- 
500,000. The Treasury holdings of these 
certificates aggregated $25,400,000. They 
constitute now an important part of the 
circulating medium. ‘The most distrustful 
of men takes one of these certificates with- 
out fear because be knows that the gold 
with which to redeem it has been deposited 
in the Treasury and that he can have that 
gold whenever he asks for it. 

No banker, no matter how much enamored 
he may be of a bank note currency based on 
commercial assets, will dispute the absolute 
safety of these gold certificates. There is 
no need with them of the precautions and 
safeguards which the warmest advocates 
of an asset currency admit ought to be 
adopted to prevent disaster in the event 
of the use of such currency. One would 
imagine, therefore, that the bankers of the 
United States would manifest their gratifica- 
tion at the increasing volume of gold cer- 
tificates, but they never mention these cer- 
tificates. 

There is no question that paper money 
behind every dollar of which there is a 
gold dollar is the convenientest and safest 
currency. It will circulate in any part of 
the world as freely as does a Bank of Eng- 
land note. The world's stock of gold is 
increasing so rapidly that the day will come 
when that ideal currency can be enjoyed 
by all the great commercial nations. But 
the American bankers are not hoping for 
the coming of that day. They are after 
the privilege of issuing notes against the 
assets of their depositors because there is 
more money for them in such a currency than 
there is in one based on gold. 

The bankers should be satisfied with the 
profits they are making now off a safe bank 
note circulation and not clamor for the 
profits of a larger and unsafe bank note 
circulation. There can be no question as 
to the soundness of the national bank notes 
which are secured by government bonds. 
These notes are now in circulation to the

He was probably 
what the sociologists call a “ degenerate ” 
and what medical men call a “ pervert,” 
with a physical and moral nature so hope- 
lessly diseased that the only possible course 
of action was to separate him from his 
fellows and to put him in a place where his 
depraved instincts, altogether ungovernable 
under other conditions, might be confined 
and repressed. 

Such a case was that of Jesse Pomeroy, 
who, twenty years ago, was brought to 
public notice by the passion, seeming to 
amount to an instinct in him, which caused 
him to gouge out the eyes of his playmates. 
When he was tried in court it seemed clear 
that his actions were the result not so much 
of moral delinquency or of defective train- 
ing as of an unfortunate mental condition 
which, while not amounting to actual in- 
sanity, nevertheless impelled him to courses 
of conduct which made it impossible to leave 
him at large. His place was either the pen- 
itentiary or the asylum. He was sent to the 
former, and he is, if alive, still there. Smith 
Jones seems to be a boy something like 
Pomeroy, and unless it is possible by medi- 
cal treatment or by a long course of moral 
training to bring him to the normal he will 
have to spend the rest of his days in isola- 


| evitable. The most careful investigation

ADMIRAL SCHLEY’S STORY. 

In a quiet, modest, straight-forward man- 
ner Admiral Schley has told the story of 
his operations and experiences almost day 
by day from the 28th of March, 1808, when 
he assumed command of the flying squadron 


and destroyed the Span.sh fleet at Santiago. 
There is not a feature of the campaign to 
which reference is made in the “ precepts ” 
or an event or movement that has been 
touched upon by other witnesses overlooked 
by him. He explains them frankly and 
without any attempt at evasion and cheer- 
fully assumes the responsibility for his 
every act. In his own words: “I have 
never evaded a responsibility that has been 
thrust upon me, whether in command of a 
squadron or a ship or in any other position 
in life. Neither have 1 ever attempted 
to claim any of the glories of events in which 
I did not participate.” It would be well 
if some other high officials in the navy could 
truthfully assert the same. 
Some of the witnesses who have testi 

in this case were not in the battle at all, 
nor even where they could see it, but they 
have testified as giibly and confidently as 
if they had been. These are the enemies 
of Admiral Schley who have been in the 
conspiracy to ruin his reputation. The wit- 
nesses who were actively engaged in the 
battle have vindicated the Admiral’s courage 
and have clearly established that he made 
no mistakes, but their testimony naturally 
covers only the particular part of the bat- 
tle in which they were engaged. The Ad- 
miral's testimony covers the entire ground 
and makes a complete whole, into which 
their detached stories fit perfectly. Read- 
ing their separate stories and then reading 
the Admiral's complete story and observ- 
ing how nicely they agree, no unprejudiced 
person can come to any other decision than 
that Admiral Schley did his duty, his whole 
duty, and nothing but his duty, according 
to his best judgment and from the highest. 
standpoint of patriotism, from the day he 
left Hampton Roads with the flying squad- 
ron to the day he forced the Colon to sur- 
render and completed the great victory. 
Briefly stated, it is settled that the flying 
squadron left Hampton Roads with a def- 
inite plan of battle, formed and agreed upon 
by the commander, that when Schley met 
Admiral Sampson at Key West they were 
agreed that the Spanish vessels were at 
Cienfuegos, and Schley proceeded there 
upon Sampson’s orders, and that he had 
no instructions to leave there until Com- 
mander McCalla arrived on May 24. Not- 
withstanding he was left without instruc- 
tions, without even the information which 
he might have procured had he been fur- 
nished with the code of signals, he main- 
tained his blockade rigidly until orders came 
to him to go to Santiago. Even then he 
was without any definite information. His 
instructions were to leave Cienfuegos if he 
was satisfied the Spaniards were not there. 
At that time neither he, nor Sampson, nor

Sometimes I guessed 
right and sometimes I guessed wrong, and 
I suppose in the light of recent events we 
are all liable to do that,” and again, “ If any

It will be conceded Admiral Schley was 
a good guesser. The Spaniards did the right 
thing at the right time when they came 
out df Santiago harbor, and Admiral Schley 
made no mistake that day. The man who 
made the mistake was Admiral Sampson, 
and that is the animus of the persecution. 
Admiral Schley has disposed of “the pre- 
cepts” quite as effectually as he did of 
the Spanish ships, and apparently to the 
satisfaction of all concerned excepting the 
irascible Judge Advocate. 


THE PHILADELPHIA FIRE. 

Yesterday’s fire in Philadelphia resulted 
in the destruction of a great deal of property 
and in the loss of a great many lives. The 
destruction of the property will cause little 
public grief. The loss of the lives, however, 
may well arouse a storm. of public sympathy 
and indignation that will make it impossible 
for manufacturers to expose their employés 
to such risks as were incurred daily by the 
girls who worked in the factory of Hunt. 
Wilkinson & Co. It may be thae the factory 
was fireproof. That may be admitted with- 
out relieving the company of the minutest 
fraction of its responsibility for the dreadful 
scenes which were witnessed yesterday 
when men and women were obliged to jump 
to certain death in order to avoid being 
burned alive on the fire escapes. The build- 
ing may have been as fireproof as fhe pyra- 
mids, but it was nine stories high, and on 
every floor were benzine, naphtha, varnish, 
excelsior, and other inflammable materials 
used in the manufacture of furniture. The 
result was that the blaze spread so fast tha: 
descent by the stairways was impossible, 
and the heat was so vehement that in a few 
minutes the fire escapes were ladders of red- 
hot iron. | 

Under such circumstances to talk about 
the building's being fireproof is simply word- 
juggling. No better fire trap could have 
been constructed. What is the use of fire- 
proof walls if everything inside those walls 
is specially prepared fuel? The company 
ought to feel itself responsible for the death 
of each man and woman who was lost in 
this terrible bonfire. And, for the future, 
one of two things ought to be done. Either 
some plan ought to be devised to prevent 
the quick spreading of fire from room to 
room and floor to floor, or else the buildings 
in which manufacturing is carried on in 
which combustible materials are used ought 
not to be many stories in height. This 
practice of putting men and combustibles 
together on the ninth floor of a factory build- 
ing is intolerable, If the building is only

The average patient gets 
better treatment if the doctor has to know

He visited the Dominion with 
the Duchess for the purpose of popularizing 
British royalty with the people of the Do- 
minion. That was the main object of his 
stay in the northern portion of this hem- 
sphere. It was all-important, therefore, that 
he should take the popular side in any issue 
between the people and the Governor Gen- 
eral, especially in view of the fact that, 
whereas the latter holds for a relative- 
ly brief period and then retires into private 
life, the people remain and go to make up 
one of the grandest of the colonial dependen- 
cies of the British Empire.

It was an afternoon for thankfulness. 
Thankfulness that a Beethoven had lived 
to make ever sensible through the magical. 
medium of tones the joyous gladness, the 


possessed him when he conceived his second 
symphony. Thankfulness that a Schubert 
and a Weber had lived and created. Thank- 
fulness that in this busy, hurrying City of 
Chicago there are men generous enough and 
thoughtful enough of others’ pleasure to 
make possible the maintaining of an organ- 
ization so excellent in material and so ideal 
in purpose as is the Chicago Orchestra. 
Thankfulness that players of such high 
artistic abilities have been banded together 
and that the man who directs and guides 
them is still preserved to us in the plenitude 
of those powers which place him first among 
the orchestral leaders of America, and with- 
out superior in the world. 

Yes, and thankfulness, too, that the audi- | 
ence was of a size and quality that justify 
the belief that the public is awakening toa 
realization and appreciation of the orches- 
tra’s worth. For the Auditorium was com- 
fortably filled by an audience that welcomed 
Mr. Thomas with hearty applause when he 
appeared, and, after the symphony, recalled 
him in a manner the spontaneity and decis- 
jon of which left no doubt as to the spirit 
prompted it, 

he orchestra proved to be in fine trim— 
the best, in fact, that one has ever noted 
at the beginning of the season. The result 
was playing that in finish and spirit left 
nothing to be desired. The Schubert March 
is the sunny natured Franz in one of-his 
happy hearted moods, and opened the con- 
cert cheerily, while a more poetic, finely 
tempered performance of the Weber over- 
ture would be hard to imagine, much less 
find. In these two selections the orchestra 
showed conclusively that it was in fine fet- 
tle, but it was in the Beethoven symphony 
that the splendid powers of both Mr. Thomas 
and his men stood fully revealed. It is 
doubtful if there is in the world today a 
Beethoven conductor who is the equal of 
Theodore Thomas. None of the clan of mod- 
ern virtuoso conductors in Europe is, an 
Hans Richter of the older school is the only 
one who can claim to being his peer. 
The modern virtuosi in their zeal for the 
“bringing out of detail’ bring into their 
readings a restlessness and a finickiness 
that are especially undesirable in Beethoven. 
The breadth, virility, and dignity which are 
ever present in the Bonn master’s creations 
are lessened because repose in the perform- 
ande is largely wanting. That Mr. Thomas 
in nowise loses sight of detail any one who 
watched his leading ef the second symphony 
yesterday will concede. The exquisite finish 
in shading and in nuance that characterized 
the larghetto and the crystalline clarity with 
which the scherzo was given were sufficient 
to show that detall had received its full 
share of attention. And yet what dignity, 
calm yet forceful, conscious yet free from 
all trace of egotism or pedantry, character- 
ized the reading. Temperament; emotion, 
poetry were there, all in delightful propor- 
tion and ample measure, but the breadth 
and the repose that also are essential for 
the revealment of the nobility of Beethoven's 
genius in its completeness were never for 
an instant sacrificed, and the result was a” 
performance as near the ideal as jena Spt 
ever to find. 
There is perhaps nothing in the range of con- 
cert music that is more difficult for a news- 
paper reviewer of a concert to describe or 
discuss than a tone poem by Richard Strauss. 
This mightiest of the moderns writes so 
much that means so much when you know 
what it means, and sounds so awful when 
you don’t. The first hearing usually dis- 
covers only the awful—the significant comes 
out with the hearings. In his 
Macbeth Strauss had written program 
music, and has supplied a program consist- 
ing of two labels—one “ Macbeth,“ the other 
“Lady Macbeth” and a quotation from 
Shakspeare—tacked on to two phrases. All 
the rest is left to the imagination or — 
clairvoyance of the listener. The two phrases 
that are named are the most pregnant and 
significant in the work, and may be con- 
sidered as finely characteristic of the two 
personages they represent—Macbeth’s, with 
its vaulting arpeggio of the diminished 
seventh chord, and its two unexpected major 
seventh plu downward, and Lady Mac- 
beth’s with its mystery, and its constant re- 
turning to the beginning tone, which might 
de taken as significant of the golden 
round of which she dreams fot her hus- 
band. The first motive heard, with its open 
fourths and fifths, would seem to stand for 
fate, so constantly and malevolently it is in 
evidence when the final climax that 
marks Macbeth’s downfall 
This climax from the time the first shiver 
of the cymbals is heard until the bit of a 
march and dirge with which the work closes 
is reached, is little more than a succession 
of terrific dissonances. At least so it seemed 
yesterday, but further hearing may let 
something of meaning sound through—much 
of beauty is scarcely expected. 

The Rheingold Fragmehts proved in- 
teresting and pleasant to listen to, and un- 
usually well and effectively put together. 
Beginning with the great E-flat pedal-point, 
the scene in the Rhine is unfolded up to the 
point where the Rhinegold is ituminated— 
the illuminafion seemed a bit dim yesterday 
owing to the long-sustained horn-tone being 
kept too subdued—then follows the transi- 
tion to the abiding place of the gods. Wal- 
halla is pictured, the scene between Wotan 
and the giants is suggested, and the visit 
with Lodge to Nebelheim, and the meeting 
and capture of Alberich are skillfully 
touched upon. Then comes the summoning 
of the storm, the rainbow bridge, and the 
entrance into Walhalla, The selection is a 
welcome. addition to the concert repertory 
and bids fair to find abundant favor. :
